SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer printout entitled _mkby-idx026.jpg\s classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication promotes and supports the exploitation of children for sexual purposes 
and the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. 

The publication is an A4-size printout from a computer image file that contains 25 small 
full-colour photographic images, each with a title relating to another computer image 
file. The printout is a quick reference contact or index sheet for these images. The 
images include explicit depictions of sexual activity and urination involving an adult 
male and a pre-pubescent boy. The publication is intended for the sexual stimulation 
and gratification of persons with a prurient interest in boys. 

The classification interferes with the freedom of expression outlined in s14 of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, the outcome of the publication falling within 
the criteria of s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 is 
prescribed by law, reflecting Parliament's intention that publications with the effect of 
promoting and supporting the exploitation of children for sexual purposes and the use 
of urine in association with sexual conduct should be banned so as to prevent injury to 
the public good.
